Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a method for prevention and treatment of kidney diseases by 
administration of a PAR-2 activating agent; classified in class 514, subclass 2+. 

II. Claim 6, drawn to a method for screening for a test substance for PAR-2; 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to related methods. The related inventions are distinct if 
the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the methods of Inventions I and II are distinct, each from 
the other, related only in that they may involve the PAR-2 receptor. Invention I involves a 
method of treatment, while Invention II involves an in-vitro binding assay. Each method uses 
different materials, measures different endpoints, and utilizes different personnel. Furthermore, 
the methods are distinct in that they have differing chances of success. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for each Invention is unique, as well as by their divergent subject matter and different search 
requirements, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
